TELEMETRY PROBLIM 


A few remotely controlled stations 
are using their links to provide informa 
tion on meter féadings “and other 
parsmeters at the remote location, This 
sort of information is called telemetry 
by the FCC and°is designated as type 9 
emission, 

Telemetry is not authorized ‘for 
amateur use, so those desiring to go this 
route met-gét special authority from the 
FCC, No strain, says the FCC, as long as 
an application for permission is received 
which gives the parameters to be metered 
(in general), “the encoding ’format, ‘the 
mode of modulation, etc, 

The FCCwill then serid'@ letter 
authorizing the use of the telemetry, 
This does not relate to femote control 
tones or contol information, just to 
metering functions, 

What about the use of a television 
camera for monitoring meters? That, too, 
is telemetry, says the FCC, and requires 
the letter of authorization, This could 


also hold for’a camera used to inspect the’ 


remote ses for intruders,
